What's News - the media report 

Most of us laughed when Congress passed the ill-conceived and unenforceable "Electronic 
Communication Privacy Act of 1986", but some were concerned that it was just the 
beginning. As it turns out; they were right! As I write this, there are two Bills before the 
House of Representatives that could destroy the radio listening hobby as we know it: 
HRI964, introduced by Ed Markey (D-MA) and HR2369, introduced by Billy Tauzin (R- 
LA). 

HR1964, if passed and signed into law, would make it illegal to monitor commercial mobile 
radio service frequencies - which include most business-band frequencies. Worse, it could 
have the effect of DE-certifying existing scanners, making mere possession of them illegal. 
Among the frequencies thai would have to be blocked out of new scanners are such gems 
as: 33.14 thru 33.16, 35.02 thru 35.14, 151.625 thru 151.955, 154.570 thru 154.600, 220 
thru 222 (do you think the hams are going to turn in their radios?), 457.525 thru 457.600 
MHz, and many, many others. Removal of these specific bits of the spectrum will drive the 
cost of a scanner right through the roof and make owning one an exercise in futility. But 
why do they deem it necessary to give extra protection to McDonald's drive-thru 
frequencies..? 

Furthermore, if these Bills are allowed to become law, what's next? A total ban on reception 
of broadcasts from governments considered "hostile" to the United States? Stranger things 
have happened, and make no mistake; it *could* happen here! In fact, HR2369 would make 
it illegal to listen to 'anything* other than AM, FM, TV, CB, ham radio and weather 
broadcasts; a restriction previously unheard of outside of dictatorial regimes! 
Both Bills overlook the fact that divulging what you hear is 'already* a violation of 47 US 
Code (the Communications Act of 1934) and the ECPA of 1986 — AND that affordable 
scrambling technology exists for radio users who truly feel the need of additional privacy. 
You should write, call, or E-mail your Representative and make it known that he or she 
should fight these Bills tooth and nail. Their addresses and phone numbers should be listed 
in your local phonebook, and most have e-mail addresses which are 
<lastname@hr.house.gov> (Yours may not, but it's worth a try). 

You owe it to yourself - and your Nation - to stand up for freedom; write to your elected

COLOMBIAN CLANDESTINES 
Although 1 haven't been able to hear them in 1997, Radio Patria Libre and La Voz de la 
Resistencia are reportedly still on the air from Colombia. BBCMS, ciiing Glenn Hauser's 
World of Radio that quoted Henrik Klemctz'sDate/me Bogota, said that Radio Patria Libre 
has been active this simmer on 6250 kHz around 2200 UTC. As daylight shortens and fall 
propagation to South America returns, we might have a better shot at Patria Libre's current 
operation. Klemetz also logged La Voz de la Resistencia for the first time in 1997 on 
August 2 from 21 58-2230 UTC on 6259.2 kHz. I've never seen a log of this one from North 
America, but if you're tuning around for Patria Libre, you might as well check for 
Resistencia while you are at it. It could be that some of our southern members in states like 
Texas might have better signals on both of these Colombian clandestines than we have in 
the east or midwest. 

BBCMS reminds that Patria Libre is operated by the National Liberation Army, the ELN. 
Resistencia is operated by the Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colombia. Both of these 
groups are leftist rebels fighting the government of Colombia. 

OTHER WESTERN HEMISPHERE CLANDESTINES? 

6BC Monitoring Service has published its annual summary of the clandestine stations 
currently known by them to be operating around the world, including information on the 
groups responsible for the stations. The summary is noteworthy for its sparse list of 
Western Hemisphere clandestines. During the 1980's, we were treated to a daily barrage of 
clandestines on our side of the Atlantic, mainly Cuban stations and clandestines associated 
with the civil wars in Central American countries like Nicaragua and El Salvador. The 
overwhelming majority of these stations have disappeared. It might be useful to list 
BBCMS' roster of the survivors. 

The aforementioned Colombian clandestines make the list. BBCMS adds El Pueblo 
Responde, the Colombian government jammer that used to target Radio Patria Libre, even 
though this jammer has not been heard for over two years. Occasionally this jammer was 
known to identify as La Voz del Pueblo. 

La Voz del CID survives as the only pure black clandestine targeting Cuba. Their schedule 
has been erratic in 1997, but they still can be heard many evenings on 6306 kHz. BBCMS's 
list refers to the Radio Marti and TV Marti quasi-clandestine voices of the USA 
government, which are operated by the Office of Cuba Broadcasting (see below). They also 
mention that many stations that formerly have used clandestine transmitters, such as La Voz 
de Alpha 66 and La Voz de la Fundacion, now buy time on USA shortwave stations such as 
WRMI and WHRI. In addition, they point out that several Miami medium wave stations 
carry anti-Castro programming that is designed in part for reception within Cuba. 
The only other Western Hemisphere station on the BBCMS list is La Voz Popular, the 
Guatemalan National Revolutionary Unity (URNG) station. This one, which claimed to 
operate from the Sierra Madre mountains of Guatemala, has been a tough DX catch when 
operating. But, BBCMS says that the December 1996 peace agreement in Guatemala 
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included provisions for La Voz Popular to receive a licensed frequency for its programs. 
However, BBCMS does not know if this actually happened, so the clandestine is described 
in the list with a status of "unclear." 

Many dozens of clandestine stations remain on the air in other regions of the world, but, 
sadly, the salad days of clandestines in our part of the world are well in the past. 

PERSONNEL ODDITY AT OFFICE OF CUBA B ROADCASTING 
Our editor Steve Rogovich of Virginia sends in an item By A! Kamen from the July 21 
edition of the Washington Post. As we previously mentioned in this column, President 
Clinton appointed Herminio San Roman to head the Office of Cuba Broadcasting. 
(Remember his picture in this column?) The Deputy Director and interim Acting Director 
of Ihe Office until San Roman was named, Rolando Bonachea, is a close associate of Jorge 
Mas Canosa of the Cuban American National Foundation. When San Roman attempted to 
fire Bonachea, it was found that Bonachea had full civil service protection, meaning that he 
couldn't be fired. Employees of the Office of Cuba Broadcasting were not supposed to have 
this civil service protection, but Bonachea got it somehow. At last count, San Roman was 
attempting to reassign Bonachea to a position elsewhere in the government, but this had not 
taken place by the July article in the Post. Both Glenn Hauser's World of Radio and 
BBCMS carried coverage of this Post article. 

In an unrelated matter, ACE member Ulis Fleming of Maryland sends in an article from the 
August 20 Washington Post citing Fidel Castro's fear that the USA would invade Cuba 
following the assassination of President Kennedy in 1963. Fidel Castro was reportedly 
"terrified" that Cuba would be blamed for the assassination, prompting the invasion. The 
information came from a NSA intercept of Cuban communications from the SIGNET 
program, records of which have been declassified as part of disclosure of documents related 
to Kennedy's assassination. Many of the NSA documents were released to the press in 
censored form, still being classified. 

LIANCAS LOGS FROM ITALY 

Zacharias Liangas of Italy, a DXer well known to many via the internet, sends in two 
clandestine logs to us in ACE. He heard the Voice of Iraqi Kurdistan on August 10 around 
1800 UTC on 4065 kHz. The program, presumably in Kurdish, contained talks, Middle 
Eastern music, and some western music. BBCMS says this station transmits from Salah al- 
Din in Kurdish and Arabic in support of the Kurdistan Democratic Party of Mas'ud Barzani. 
It's been on the air since 1965. 

Zacharias also heard Communist Party of Iran on the same date, using 3910 kHz from 1752 
to slightly past 1800 UTC. This one mixed music with talks by a male announcer, with a 
clear ID at 1800 and the Internationale prior to sign off. BBCMS notes that the station has 
been on the air since August 26, 1 984, broadcasting in Persian from a transmitter also used 
by the Voice of the Iranian Revolution. Given the time of day, these middle eastern evening 
broadcasts will be inaudible in North America on 75 meters during our early afternoon, or 
even late morning on the west coast. But, many middle eastern clandestines have morning 
shows that sign on somewhere in the 0300-0500 range, so we can catch them then. 

OTHER BBCMS CLANDESTINE NEWS * 
As you certainly have noticed, the 1997 blizzard of pirate activity has continued throughout 
the summer. This has continued to burst the seams of my two page space allocation in 
Monitoring Times magazine, pushing clandestine coverage aside for the most part. BBC 
Monitoring has continued to report a variety of news on clandestines, so with thanks UsMT, 
here are some interesting clandestine developments of the past month from BBCMS:

Bougainville. On the July *l edition "I Radio NtttltrlfJUil' "Media Network," Arthur 
Cushen of New Zealand reported thai I (MUM IgrtMMnl llgnad III U'liiiliani, New Zealand 
between Bougainville rebela and the PapUl New Guinea gOVOrnmenl would terminate the 
existence of Radio Free BoUgalnvlllfl on 1850 kHz. Cushen speculated that the PNG 
government would probably close Radio United Bougainville, lo be replaced with a 
reactivated transmitter in the Solomon Islands that would serve Bougainville. But, in a later 
report of August 8 on " The National" newspaper web site in Port Moresby, rebel leader 
Joseph Kabui ::aid that Radio Free Bougainville would be used to broadcast "awareness 
programs" publicizing provisions of the Burnham Declaration peace agreement. BBCMS 
notes the low power station remains on shortwave, at least for now. 

China. Victor Gonnetilleke of Sri Lanka, interviewed by Jonathan Marks on Radio 
Netherlands' "Media Network" show of August 7, said that the Voice of Tibet planned to 
start a morning broadcast on 7120 kHz from 2230-2300 UTC. They also are scheduled on 
1 1570 kHz from 1225-1255 UTC. With fall propagation, we should have a theoretical shot 
at hearing both of these transmissions in North America. Goonetilleke points out that FEBA 
in the Seychelles has stopped relaying these broadcasts after protests from the Chinese 
government. BBCMS says the service currently uses a transmitter in "Central Asia" that 
also carries the Democratic Voice of Iran. The Tibetan language show supports the Dali 

Congo. Congolese radio in Brazzaville carried reports on July 24 attacking Radio Congo 
Liberte. This clandestine, supporting former Congo President Dennis Sassou-Nguesso, was 
attacked by the government station for its "undignified attitude" that is "fanning tribal 
hatred, national division and death." Obviously, Radio Congo Liberte is still active on 96.4 
MHz FM. 

Cuba. The Cuban government has once again denounced anti-Castro broadcasts that are 
transmitted from within the USA. During a August 2 speech to a thousand delegates at Ihe 
14th World Youth and Student Festival in Havana, Carlos Martinez, director of radio 
management in Cuba's Ministry of Communications, claimed that 17 different shoitwavr, 
medium wave, and FM stations broadcast subversive programs to Cuba on 22 different 
frequencies. Martinez said that the barrage of broadcasts constituted aggression against 
Cuba by the USA. He played a tape of La Voz de Alpha 66 to prove his contention that the 
broadcasts were aggressive. 

Iran. According to the National Resistance Council of Iran, associated with the Mojahedin- 
e Khalq opposition group in that country, the Iranian government has been jamming the 
Vision of Resistance, Sima-ye Moqavemat, on the AsiaSat and Arabsat satellites. The 
Council said that this jamming was an unprecedented and blatant violation of international 
law, blaming new Iranian President Khatami for the interference. 

Lebanon. Throughout July and early August, a hubbub ensued when the Lebanese 
government announced plans to close down unlicensed radio and television stations. Some 
of these transmitters have been used to broadcast clandestine programming. Among the 
unlicensed stations is Hezbollah's Voice of light. Some of the unlicensed stations, including 
Voice of the Resistance, remain on the air despite the crackdown. But, BBCMS noted that 
dozens of the unlicensed stations have left the air. 

Mozambique. According to Radio Maputo's external English service, Maputo provincial 
police seized "military" transmitters formerly used by the Renamo Mozambique National 
Resistance rebels in Xjlundo. They were located at a private residence. Renamo leader 
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Afonso Dhlakama complained that his political party was "provoked" by the seizure. 
Dhlakama claimed that the transmitters were now used for communications purposes, not 
clandestine broadcasts. BBCMS points out that the Rome peace agreement in Mozambique 
provided that all radio equipment belonging to the former Renamo rebels was supposed to 
be turned over to the United Nations. 

Nicaragua. Radio Sandino, a licensed station that traces its roots to the 1980's clandestine 
station of the same name, could be closed down by the Nicaraguan government. Dr. 
Arnoldo Aleman's government announced plans on July 22 to close down both the 
Sandinist National Liberation Front's Barricade newspaper and Radio Sandino. The 
government cited "bills owed to the revenue service" as the reason for the possible QRT. 
But, BBCMS notes that relations between the government and the Sandinistas have reached 
"their lowest point," and the closedown may just be a political threat. 
Nigeria. BBCMS noted that their monitoring noticed Algeria Radio's Channel 3 French 
network operating on 11679.8 kHz at 1845 UTC on July 26, fifteen minutes before the 
normal Saturday sign-on of the once a week 1900 UTC broadcast of the Nigerian 
clandesxine Voice of Free Nigeria on 1 1680 kHz. The Algerian government service did not 
sign off until 2000 UTC, thus providing substantial QRM to the Voice of Free Nigeria. 
BBCMS notes that Algerian Radio does not normally use 11680 kHz for shortwave 
broadcasts, and that DF bearings on the Voice of Free Nigeria have led to speculation that 
the Nigerian clandestine uses a transmitter in or near Algeria. You can draw your own 
conclusions. 

Palestine. A ruckus erupted July 31 when Ln response to the double suicide bombing in a 
Jerusalem market, the Israeli government announced plans to jam the Voice of Palestine, 
which is the 675 kHz medium wave radio voice of the Palestinian National Authority. It 
quickly turned out that Communications Ministry officials in Israel found that the technical 
feasibility of the jamming was doubtful, since Israel did not have a jamming transmitter 
available with sufficient power and a location close enough to the Palestinian station to 
create effective jamming. In addition, Israel Broadcasting Authority Director-General 
Mordekhay Kirshenbaum "refused (August 4) to accede to Communications Minister 
Limor Livnat's request to help jam the Voice of Palestine." BBCMS has not noted any 
jamming interference on 675 kHz. 

Syria. The Voice of Iraq, operated by Syria on 828 and 1125 kHz MW, was closed down 
June 17 after a 17 year run from transmitters in Damascus. (See last month's column for a 
related closedown of the Voice of Arab Syria). Iraqi-Syrian relations are obviously 
improving at the moment. 

USA. During a July 14 hearing of the House of Representatives African affairs 
Subcommittee, new Voice of America director Evelyn Lieberman testified in opposition to 
the proposed new Radio Free Africa service, citing duplication of service with VOA. 
Representative Chris Smith (R-New Jersey) said on VOA's Communications World that the 
new service was needed, since VOA is the government's mouthpiece, but that Radio Free 
Africa would be "a voice to the people of oppressed nations themselves . . . staffed by exiles 
and others (from oppressed nations)."

This is the first of two columns thai will discuss probably the most widely-heard numbers 
stations in North America, the Cuban CW cut number stations and the YL/SS "Atencion" 
& "Finale" stations Those stations are run by Cuban intelligence and are believed to be 
transmitted from the laigo communications facility at Bauta, Cuba. This is also home to 
Russia's largest overseas SIGINT (Signals Intelligence) facility. It is without a doubt that 
the CW and voice stations are related. I have heard a CW station mixing with a YL/SS 
voice broadcast on at least one occasion, and many frequencies are used by both the 
CW and voice stations. What may not be realized by some is that most voice numbers 
stations have a CW counterpart. 

First, we'll take a look at the CW stations. These stations use what are called cut 
numbers, or letters substituted for each number. Cut numbers are used by various 
agencies around the world so that the whole number doesn't have to be sent in Morse 
code. This cuts down the time the transmitter has to stay on the air and makes it easier 
for the recipient to copy. There are many different types of cut number substitutions in 
use, but the Cuban stations use the following: 1=A, 2=N, 3=D, 4=U, 5=W, 6=R, 7=!, 8=G, 
9=M, 0=T. 

A typical broadcast begins with a five-figure number repeated in cut numbers. The 
first three digits of this callup number used to consist of the agent's number with the last 
two digits containing the group count. Now, the five-figure callup is repeated several 
minutes, and then followed by another number which is the group count. It looks like this: 
DWTGI (repeated for several minutes) then DWTGi ANT (repeated for a few minutes), 
denoting a 120 group message (ANT=120 in cut numbers). I'm not sure if they are using 
five-figure agent numbers or if the last two digits in the callup have a different usage. The 
YL/SS voice stations have the same kind of callup. 

After the callup, BT BT BT is sent and then the five-figure message groups, still in 
cut numbers. At the end of the message, it is repeated, and the station signs off with AR 
AR AR SK SK SK. Lately, these stations have been sending more than one message in 
each transmission. 

Here are the skeds for this station. I haven't checked these for a while, so some 
errors may exist. Any additions or corrections are welcome. All times In UTC.

Due to the nature of these stations some freqs may deviate +/- one or two kilohertz. 
Notice that most freqs in use are perfect for propagation from Cuba to North America. 
Some transmissions may be aimed toward Central or South America. 

These stations sometimes have "dirty" transmitters, and key clicks can be heard for 
a few kHz above & below the operating freq This makes it very easy to find them when 
you recognize their characteristics These stations send CW at a slow pace of around 12 
WPM, which makes it easy to pick out the five-figure groups even for those listeners who 
don't know Morse code.

Welcome back to the shack. More on signal magnet transducers (Rx Ants).... from the learned 
keyboard of Larry DiGioia, N8KU: 

If you are at all serious about the radio hobby, then by now you have picked up a book or two on 
antennas. Who writes these books? Usually engineers, hams, ex-military guys, often all of the 
above. What they all have in common is TRANSMITTING. From an engineering standpoint, 
what makes a good receiving antenna is the same as what makes a good transmitting antenna. 
Right? Not exactly. In real life, things don't always work out so neatly. Let's look at two popular 
rules that SEEM to apply equally to both TX and RX antennas: 

"Big ai.cennas. up high, work be tter than s mall ones, down low." Thai is one of my favorites, but 
it only holds true under certain conditions when receiving. The more antenna you get up into the 
air, the more noise you are going to pick up. Also, you increase the likelihood of gathering low 
frequency interference, static, and power-line noise. Talk to the beveridge guys about what comes 
in on those 500' long wires, and you will find out why they like vacuum-tube receivers! 

"An antenna that is resonant on the desired frequency, and properly matched in impedance will 
bring in a better signal than a random or mismatched design." This is the one that bothers me the 
most. All those years that I spent doing calculations of "468 over whatever/' cutting to the proper 
length, buying baluns, etc. for receive antennas, because the books showed that was how to do 
it.. .all for nothing! I am here to tell you that you can cut "to resonance^" and "match impedance" 
'til the cows come home, but you won't get a better signal than with a random wire of roughly 
equivalent length. In fact, you won't get a much better signal than with an indoor whip! Not that 
there is NO difference, just "not a lot." Going from a few feet of wire, strung across the room, to a 
68-foot-long dipole at 20 feet is NOT going to make the Radio Garbanzo signal any clearer. 

"So, what will make a difference?", you ask. Active antennas'' Nope, they just amplify the 
signal and the noise equally. Longwirc baluns? I tried them all. Although they often make an 
improvement in certain situations, they are not predictable, and they also often add noise. My 
best-performing arrangement for a long time was a set of 5 or 6 random wire3, 30- to 150-feet 
long, up as high as I could get them (20 to 40 feet), and pointing all different direction The moral 
of that story is: get a good coax switch ! 

There are only two things that (in my 25 years of antenna experimentation) made any significant 
improvement in received signals (not counting location, of course!). The first was when 1 put up 
my first vertical. As I switched between the vertical and 3 other random wires, while listening to 
pirates, the vertical (with radials) always won. [Owing to its low angle of sensitivity toward the 
horizon? Ed.] The other improvement was when I put up some balanced feed antennas (plastic- 
coated "ladderlinc"). I get consistently stronger signals out of the balanced antennas on receive. 
There is a good reason why the commercial shortwave broadcasters use balanced for transmit; with 
runs thousands of feet long — low loss. My current favorite is a ladderline-fed (from the bottom) 
delta loop, it has strong signals and very little noise. 

Which brings us to rotatable indoor loops. They could be the best antenna of all for low 
frequency reception, except that they pick up so much noise from being down where the power 
lines are in close proximity. If you can build a pair of roof-mount, 90-degree-opposed, 
weatherproof loops, and switch between them, you just may have something! 



My only caveat to Larry's excellent article is that for borderline, 'in-thc-noise-floor' DX reception.... 
resonance and impedance matching may provide an extra couple of dB strength to the RX front-end, 
thai may boost reception to copyable levels. For "arm-chair" signals, the front-end gain of the receiver 
can often overcome many matching deficiencies. The antenna farm (with RF switch) is ALWAYS 
productive; allowing the operator to switch wire orientations and/or lengths to maximize received 
signals; and/or reduce QRM and QRN. Hi-Z ladderlinc (300-, 450-, and 600-ohm) can be effectively 
used to build a broadbanded system; and it offers lower ohmic loss than coax, because of its higher, 
ratio of voltage to current. Just remember that for transmitting, a power balun will be required to 
convert impedance levels, and to reduce SWR.
